A CRUCIAL service which helps 
the elderly get to and from hospital 
is under threat due to a lack of vol¬ 
unteers. 

And as part of Yourswale’s on-going Make 
The Difference campaign, we are joining forces 
with the organisation Age Concern to make a 
desperate plea for help in keeping alive the 
vital transport service. 

Make The Difference urges kind-hearted 
readers to donate as little or as much time as 
they can to volunteer for charity organisations 
which in turn helps the entire community. 

Gill Ball is in charge of recruiting volunteers 
for Age Concern which currently uses a body 
called Personal Services Group to undertake 
driving duties. 

But she explained they were short-staffed. 
So the charity wants to recruit directly and 
allow people the opportunity to help the 
community by putting themselves and their 
vehicles at its disposal. 

Ambulance services have offered similar 
transport, but these have declined over recent 
years and in many cases the vehicles have to be 
full before a journey is scheduled, which can 
lead to delays and cancelled appointments. 

The car service is seen as vital for the vulner¬ 
able to get them safely to appointments at 
either Ashford’s William Harvey or 
Canterbury’s Kent & Canterbury hospitals.

Shopkeeper Alison Bushell said: 
“They are examples of childlike art, 
but most people will be fairly famil¬ 
iar with them as they crop up in 
numerous shows and films when 
they are set at Christmas. 

“Halloween and Mothers’ Day are 
popular too, but the festive season is 
when I do most of my business.” 

Unusual 

The decorations are made out of 
wood and Mrs Bushell imports them 
from across the USA. 

They range from small Santa Claus 
figures to elaborate decorative trees 
and displays of figures or designs. 

Also popular are the wooden wall 
plaques which have seasonal mes¬ 
sages inscribed on them. 

She added: “I got into the business 
because I just like them so much. 

“To me they really do symbolise 
Christmas and all the traditions of 
the period. 

“To be honest it is a bit of a hobby 
as I have another job, but I am mak¬ 
ing a go of it. I don’t get much local 
trade - much of it is word of mouth 
and frankly some people are not sure 
what it is all about.

“I suppose they are a novelty in an 
English home, but they are so much 
associated with rural USA that they 
would be viewed as unusual in New 
York or Los Angeles as well.”

The alternative is an hour-long bus 
journey. 

Mrs Ball said: “Visits to hospital are 
a very important part of life for those 
people of senior years who need med¬ 
ical attention. Faversham residents 
either need to get to Ashford or 
Canterbury as they are the nearest. 

“But the problem is we have not got 
a sufficient number of drivers to take 
them there. 

“Currently people are having to find 
other means of getting to their 
appointments and that is not always 
easy. There are trains to Canterbury 
and buses to Ashford, but obviously 
there are the possibilities of delays of 
one sort or another. Also, the last thing 
you want if you are not feeling too 
well is to have to stand around, espe¬ 
cially at such a cold time of the year.” 

Mrs Ball said the charity provides a 
door-to-door service which makes 
sure elderly people get to their 
appointments on time. 

She said: “Obviously being picked up 
from home is an added bonus to most, 
but for many people who need 
attention it is a must. They sometimes 
cannot make their own way even to 
the bus stop or train station. 

“Then the fact the vehicle waits and 
takes them home again all adds to the 
stress being taken away.” 

All that is required to volunteer is a 
driving licence and a vehicle.

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Family bid farewell 
to much-loved Anne 


But say they're still baffled 
by death of the 81 -year-old 


A MOVING tribute has been paid 
to Anne Gregory - the pensioner 
whose disappearance sparked a 
major search in the town. 

The body of the popular 81-year-old was 
found, last month, almost a week after she 
went missing. 

And this week, at a church service, her life 
was remembered and celebrated - before her 
ashes were buried alongside those of her hus¬ 
band at a private ceremony. 

But mystery still surrounds how she met her 
death and her family admit they remain baffled 
as to the events leading up to her untimely 
demise. 

Statement 

Mrs Gregory, from Churchill Way, was laid to 
rest before a full church of family and friends at 
Our Lady of Mount Carmel on Friday - her 
favourite place of worship. 

Mrs Gregory had moved to Faversham in 
1969 and instantly fell in love with the town. But 
tragically, just four years later her husband Jim 
fell victim to cancer and she was left a widow. 

In a special statement, her family said: 
“Anne always kept fit by joining yoga, aerobics 
and line dancing clubs up until a few years ago 
when two foot operations made these activities 
more difficult.

“She was a healthy, independent woman with 
a clear and focused outlook on life. She loved 
her church where she played an active role and 
was well known in the town. 

“Anne was due to spend Christmas with her 
daughter, son-in-law, their children and 
grandchildren and they will naturally miss her 
presence, but will remember her in spirit. 

“It was a blessing that she was able to see 
and hold her new great-grandson only two 
weeks before her disappearance and untimely 
death. 

“How Anne arrived at the location in Iron 
Wharf where she was discovered is still a mys¬ 
tery to her family and friends as they believe 
that Anne, being unsteady on rough ground 
since the recent foot operations, could not have 
walked there unaided nor had she any connec¬ 
tion with Iron Wharf. 

“The six days when she was missing were 
desperate times for the family. 

“Her disappearance baffled everyone includ¬ 
ing the police who used a vast range of 
resources to find her, including searching the 
White Creek area, where Anne was eventually 
found, despite being a non-swimmer with a 
strong fear of water.”

Teenagers in line 
for free bus pass 

PLANS to introduce a bus pass for 
young people across Swale are due to be 
discussed on Monday. 

And if it is given the green light it means 
youngsters can take advantage of almost 
unlimited local travel for just £50 a year. 

Swale councillors will be looking at 
similar schemes which have proved 
successful in other parts of the county. 

The Kent Freedom Pass is set to be 
introduced locally next month and is 
aimed at reducing congestion caused by 
cars on the ‘school run’ and allowing sec¬ 
ondary school children the chance to 
explore leisure options further afield. A 
six-month ticket lasting until June 2009 
will also be available for half the price. 

The pass provides free travel on buses 
across the county all day and every day 
with a few minor exceptions. 

The scheme is also aimed at encourag¬ 
ing young people to opt for sustainable 
modes of travel - such as public trans¬ 
port - for their education and leisure 
travel rather than relying on cars. 

It was first introduced in Tonbridge, 
Tunbridge Wells and Canterbury two 
years ago.

and is part of the university’s strategy to halt 
the "brain drain’ highlighted by a council report 
earlier this year which said the district lacked 
highly skilled job opportunities, relying instead 
on less well paid sectors such as tourism. 

This is prompting many graduates to leave 
the district to find work elsewhere. 

Pilot scheme 

One of the aims of the centre is to make the 
district more attractive for graduates to stay 
and work in and the emphasis will be on 
attracting businesses aligned to the universi¬ 
ty’s strengths, such as security applications, 
medical devices technology, biotechnology, ICT 
and life sciences. 

Seeda is keen to stress the centre will put 
Canterbury on the map for technology as well 


as tourism. If work goes to plan, it will be 
open for business next October. 

Lee Amor, executive director of development 
at Seeda, said: “It will provide an ideal envi¬ 
ronment for businesses to establish them¬ 
selves and grow, making the most of the 
knowledge and skills that the local universi¬ 
ties are generating. 

“The Canterbury Innovation Centre is a real 
opportunity to develop the links between the 
east Kent economy and the university.” 

The University of Kent tested demand for 
the Innovation Centre by setting up a smaller 
pilot scheme at the campus in 2005, called the 
Canterbury Enterprise Hub, which currently 
has a long waiting list. 

Tenants include award-winning companies 
such as Oil Drum Ltd, recent winners of the 
Kent Innovation Challenge 2008. They will be 
among the first companies to be offered space 
in the new centre. 
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£3,400 for 'hunger strike' medal 


A MEDAL awarded to a woman 
for a hunger strike in her fight to 
help secure women’s rights has 
sold for almost double the asking 
price at a Canterbury auction. 

The silver Suffragette "hunger 
strike’ (pictured) medal sold for 
£3,400 at the Canterbury Auction 
Galleries last week. It had been 
expected to sell for around £2,000. 

The medal, pictured, had been 
presented in 1912 to Anna 
Hutchinson ""by the Women’s Social 
Political Union in recognition of a

gallant action whereby through 
endurance to the last extremity of 
hunger and hardship, a great 
principle of political justice was 
vindicated”. 

It was sold to an online collector 
from Essex. 

A spokesman for the auction 
house said: “The medal was 
awarded by the WSPU to those 
militant suffragettes imprisoned 


for various acts of violence and 
who went on hunger strike whilst 
in prison. 

"‘At first, they were forcibly fed 
under the most barbaric conditions, 
as a result of which several died. 

“The Government subsequently 
introduced the so-called Cat and 
Mouse Act whereby hunger strik¬ 
ers at the point of death were 
released, but then re-arrested 
and returned to prison when they 
had recovered sufficiently from 
their ordeal.”

IS this the best Marlowe panto 
yet? Oh yes it is! 

It’s traditionally the most eagerly antici¬ 
pated run of the year, and Snow White and 
the Seven Dwarfs, which is now in its the 
second week, does not disappoint as it serves 
up perhaps the perfect family production.

The David Walliams-esque 
Henchman has some quality lines and Roddy, 
who has played the role elsewhere in the 
past, is one the audience quickly warms to.

the boxes as Snow White, while Richard 
Hurst injects sufficient humour into Prince 
Charming to ensure you root for him to win 
Snow White’s heart, despite Muddles’ secret 
adoration for her. 

By the time you’ve thrown in Dave Lee - 
who is back to top form, looking healthier, 
and complete with that bench in tow - the 
whole production is truly spell-binding and 
fantastic fun from start to finish. 

But, of course, the stars of the show are the 
seven dwarfs. You could discuss the political¬ 
ly correct aspects of panto until the cows 
come home, but there is no getting away from 
the fact their scenes so often stole the show. 

By the time you’ve thrown in some well 
choreographed dance sections, a surprise 
appearance by another EastEnder, and a 
strangely alluring evil Queen Ivana (you can 
guess the jokes with that name), and this 
really is quite brilliant. 

Next year the panto will be staged in a big 
top in Kingsmead coach park... and Peter 
Pan will be the star turn.

QUESTION & ANSWER 






| What form will the Christmas safety campaign be tak¬ 
ing this year? 

A This year’s winter drink drive campaign in 
Kent will seek to reinforce the message 
that ‘drinking and driving wrecks lives’. 

I firmly believe all drivers know this message, 
all know that mixing drink and drive is not just 
socially unacceptable but that it also places lives 
at risk. Clearly drink driving wrecks the lives of 
those injured or killed in a crash, as well as that 
of their family and friends. 

However, drink driving also wrecks the lives 
of those that do it and yet manage to avoid 
crashing into someone. The minimum a drink 
driver can expect when caught is a driving 
ban, a hefty fine, as well as running the risk of 
imprisonment. 

The facets to this year’s campaign are a 
combination of education and enforcement. 
We will be using bus backs, poster sites and 
small scale TV advertising to remind drivers 
of the message, whilst our colleagues from 
Kent Police will be carrying out additional 
enforcement to identify and target drink driv¬ 
ers. In terms of who the message is aimed at, 
there appear to be three types of driver. They are: 

1. Those who know the message, agree with it 
and do not drink and drive. 

2. Those drivers that know the message but 
need reminding of it’s importance, and 

3. Those drivers that choose to ignore the mes¬ 
sage. This campaign will focus on driver 
types two and three (driver type one are the 
‘converted’ and do not need ‘preaching to’). 
Type two drivers are the majority of drivers 


and are those that our education work (adver¬ 
tising and messaging) is aimed at because 
they are generally rational drivers that are 
open to logical argument and reasoning. 

Type three drivers, the small hardcore of 
drivers that ignore or refuse to listen to the 
message, are targeted by the enforcement 
activities. Basically, if you choose to ignore the 
message and continue to drink and drive the 
only things that will change your behaviour is 
being prosecuted or being involved in a seri¬ 
ous crash. 

How important is it? 

A Every year in Kent, more than 250 people 
are killed or injured in drink-drive crashes 
and what makes this figure even more 
appalling is that every one of those deaths 
and injuries is totally avoidable... no-one has 
to drink then drive. The selfish choice that 
some drivers make to drive after even small 
amounts of alcohol, needlessly wrecks lives. 

Q What were the figures for last year's road crashes 
over the festive period and how many injuries/deaths 
occurred? 

A Last winter we ran a similar joint cam¬ 
paign with Kent Police - using the same 
media for our messages which were supported 
by additional enforcement work. In December 
2007, there were two road fatalities across 
Kent, none were drink-drive related, com¬ 
pared to the average for December in the past 
10 years of eight fatalities [all causes]. 


Q 


What should people avoid doing when they go out? 


n Even small amounts of alcohol [below the 
legal limit] will affect how safely you can 
drive. Alcohol affects judgement, perception 
and reaction times. The only sure way to know 
alcohol will not affect your driving is to stick to 
a zero limit - if you’re drinking don’t drive, if 
you’re driving don’t drink. Planning for a 
night out should include how you will get 
home and could include taking a taxi, using 
public transport or designating an alcohol-free 
driver for the evening. 


Q 


What are your tips for groups who travel by car? 


A As I said - designated driver. Additionally, 
don’t overload with more passengers than 
the car is designed to cope with and ensure all 
are wearing their seat belts. The designated 
driver needs to be aware of the distractive 
effect that a car full of passengers that have 
been drinking could have on their driving. 

Thought needs to be given by the driver to 
where passengers are dropped off and 
whether ‘drunk’ passengers will get out into 
the road and if they will subsequently need to 
cross the road

It lost £50m 
of your money... 
Now KCC backs 
a council bank 

COUNCILS could team up to form a 
national town hall bank to protect tax¬ 
payers’ money from crashes in financial 
markets. 

Peter Gilroy, the chief executive of Kent 
County Council is backing the idea in the 
wake of losing £50 million invested in 
Icelandic banks during the credit crunch. 

He said the idea of local authorities run¬ 
ning a bank made sense as it would protect 
council reserves. 

The move would see some of the cash 
available to councils across the UK invest¬ 
ed in their own newly-created financial 
institution. 

Research into the plan is still at an early 
stage but financial analysts say it is a prac¬ 
tical proposition. 

Mr Gilroy said: “Finding a way forward 
means looking at the big picture and seeing 
how local councils across the country can 
work together. 

Principles 

‘What is clear is that the public interest 
principles of running a bank would be great 
for business and would sit well alongside 
other work KCC and other councils are 
doing to support local economies. 

‘With that in mind, we will be working with 
the New Local Government Network and 
other councils on the idea of a ‘Councils Bank’. 

“This could be a win-win situation. With 
local authorities as shareholders you have 
the chance to use dividends for investing in 
services or returning money to the taxpayer.” 

Chris Leslie, director of the New Local 
Government Network, said: “If only a 
quarter of the £15bn to £20bn of local 
government reserves were invested in a 
‘Councils Bank’, then millions of avail¬ 
able capital could be released, regardless 
of how sticky private lending between 
banks might be. 

“While this model might be perceived as 
a humdrum savings and loan facility, lim¬ 
ited to domestic local institutions only, in 
the swirling vortex of international risk a 
safe haven such as this should be highly 
coveted.”

All students who joined year seven at the 
Sittingboume school in September were given 
a book. 

The aim of the scheme is to encourage young 
people to read for pleasure. Gill Covus, the 
school librarian, said she was delighted with 
the scheme. 

She already promotes reading strongly 
among all the school’s students and runs a 
reading awards scheme with boys in their first 
two years in the classroom. 

She said: “The library is full to capacity with 
students at lunchtimes, so there is plenty of 
interest in reading already, but it is great to 
get extra support and encouragement. 

“The school library boasts a wide range of 
fiction and non-fiction, including modem nov¬ 
els and stories, Horrible Histories, joke books 
and serious academic texts. We try to cater for 
all tastes.” 

Pupils were also delighted by the scheme, 
which enabled them to expand their reading 
horizons. 

The initiative was set up by the Booktmst 
after exhaustive research into the best way to 
get young people interested in literature. 

Academics studied reading patterns among 


children and also looked at what was on offer 
to them at schools across the country. 

Although Borden Grammar already had an 
active library and reading was an important 
part of studies for all pupils, members of the 
tmst decided they could help even further. 

A spokesman explained: “Booktmst believes 
effective school libraries provide the most 
socially inclusive means of giving all children 


the opportunity to enjoy books. 

“Yet there is no statutory requirement for 
schools in England to have a library and anec¬ 
dotal evidence suggests that provision of books 
in schools is patchy. 

‘With this in mind, Booktmst commissioned 
a survey of head teachers in state primary 
schools and librarians in state secondary 
schools in England.”

As a result, I joined thousands of others in 
treating myself to a subscription, with the 
intention of cancelling the moment I could. 

Or, more to the point, the minute my wife 
discovered I was spending yet more on sports 
channels I already rarely watched. 

She had a point. After one England match, 
the bulk of my viewing extended to a re-run of 
the (albeit thrilling) 1979 Arsenal v 


Manchester United FA Cup final on Arsenal 
TV - a club channel they throw in for free. 

Probably not worth the subscription money, 
if I’m being honest. I could have bought a DVD 
of that 1979 final for less. 

So, after being rumbled, I was on the phone 
and cancelling this week. Despite reading 
scare stories about how tricky it could be, they 
were friendly and helpful and all went well. 
Until they put me on hold. 

I’d already turned down a cut-price deal to 
keep me subscribing for a further few months. 
I’d turned down their advice to speak to a ‘loy¬ 
alty team advisor’. 

Now I had an unrelated query and they were 
transferring me to someone to discuss it. 
However, as they put me on hold, music start¬ 
ed - it was Cold As Ice by Foreigner. 

Nothing wrong with that, you might say. A 
classic. A song you hear all the time. 

Until, of course, you listen to the opening 
verse. So picture the scene. I’d just cancelled 
my subscription. I’d just turned down gener¬ 
ous offers to stay. And the first words are: 


You’re as cold as ice 

You’re willing to sacrifice our love 

You never take advice 

Someday you’ll pay the price, I know 

OK, I’m sure it was coincidental, and proba¬ 
bly a tongue-in-cheek reference to the chilly 
weather, but part of me just thought: “Clever. 
This is the music for the freshly cancelled. It’s 
rude and insulting ... or is it?”. 

I’m still not sure it was intentional, but part 
of me would like to think it was. You’d have to 
admire the bare-faced cheek. I like to think 
there’s a button they press for the newly can¬ 
celled which allows the otherwise polite and 
efficient staff to give an exiting customer a 
gentle kick. 

Part of me wanted to hang on and find out 
what the next song was. I Will Survive by 
Gloria Gaynor, I expect. I took no chances and 
hung up.

Target MPs to get rail 
ticket prices reduced 

As a rail commuter, I am suggesting 
a response to the well-above 
inflation rail fare increases about to 
hit commuters. I suggest all rail 
commuters write one letter a month 
complaining about rail fares to their 
MR The intention is to make rail 
fares a major issue for Kent’s MPs. 

Rail fare increases of more than 
ten per cent in some cases, and over 
seven per cent for everyone, are 
even worse than those we were 
threatened with two years ago. 

Over the last ten years, bus and 
rail fares have risen by about 37 per 
cent in real terms. 

This compares with the cost of car 
use remaining roughly the same in 
real terms. If the Government is 
serious about reducing traffic 
congestion and air pollution and 
dealing with climate change, it has 
to ensure adequate investment in 
railways. 

This includes keeping fares down 
to encourage use of the railways 
rather than cars. 

I suggest that if every rail 
commuter writes a letter a month to 
their MP, we can make excessive 
rail fares into a major issue, forcing 
the Government to respond with 
increased investments. 

We all know the Government is 
making unwise investments in banks, 
in ID cards no one wants, in quangos 
and in overseas defence commitments. 

There is plenty of money available 
for investment, including the full 
electrification of our railways so we 
reduce fossil fuel energy. It is a matter 
of political will, not a lack of resources.

O LOUIS THEROUX'S WEIRD 
WEEKENDS Dave, 11pm, Sunday

IF you have only just discov¬ 
ered Louis Theroux, on the 
strength perhaps of his most 
recent programmes, his back 
catalogue showing on Dave 
is well worth checking out. 

These show off his wide-eyed and 
inoffensive interview style, which 
prove to be a winning combination. 

Whether he’s spending time with 
the stranger stars in the celebrity 
firmament or seeking out the extraor¬ 
dinary, it’s never a waste of time. 

His recent Law and Disorder double 
bill delivered a snapshot of life in 
bleak, drug-ravaged neighbourhoods, 
where getting beaten up, hassled 
by police, arrested or shot is a real, 
everyday possibility. 

It was powerful stuff. 

Programme one took us to 
Philadelphia, or ‘Killah-delphia’ as one 
comer boy put it in no uncertain terms. 

For all his initial composure the 
bespectacled Theroux seemed general¬ 
ly shocked by much of what he saw in 
the Pennsylvania city, meeting junkies 
and drug lords alike.

Thundering to the top

PEOPLE always expect 
Ben Stiller to be funny. 

It’s not surprising, given he’s 
made a career out of a string of 
hilarious characters; from the 
over-the-top vanity of male model 
Derek in Zoolander to his recent 
turn as an actor desperate to be 
taken seriously in Tropic 
Thunder. 

As one of the most successful 
and esteemed comic actors in 
Hollywood, he isn’t always able to 
hide his star power - even in the 
most unusual situations. 

“I’ve had somebody ask for an 
autograph at a funeral,” he 
admits, wryly. “That might not be 
appropriate. I gave it to them. I 
don’t want to lose a fan. It was a 
family person who was closer to 
the deceased than I was, so I did¬ 
n’t want to rain on their parade 
even more. 

“There is some expectation, I 
guess, to always be funny, but it’s 
more how you take it in yourself, 
like whether you care about that 
or not,” he adds. 

“You go on a talk show and peo¬ 
ple want to laugh. They want to 
see the funny guy be funny. But in 
life, I don’t feel any sort of pres¬ 
sure to have to do that. When 
you’re living your life you want to 
relax a little bit. Enjoy the funeral 
- you know what I mean?” 

Ben has plenty of reasons to 
enjoy life as he approaches his 
43rd birthday. 

Tropic Thunder, which he co¬ 
wrote and directed, did brisk busi¬ 
ness at the US box office, knock¬ 
ing the phenomenally successful 
Batman film The Dark Knight off 
the top spot. 

And his latest movie, 
Madagascar: Escape 2 Africa, the 
sequel to the 2005 hit animated 
film, in which he voices Alex the

lion, also made number one in the 
American movie charts.

Animated films of this calibre 
take years to make, and can be a 
tricky task for actors. 

The stars usually have to voice 


their parts alone in a studio vocal 
booth, which was the case for 
Ben’s co-stars David Schwimmer 
(Melman), Jada Pinkett Smith 
(Gloria) and Will.i.am (Moto 
Moto). 

Ben was lucky enough to be 
paired up with Chris Rock 
(Marty) for many of his scenes. 

“It’s a strange process because 
you’re alone in the room a lot of 
the time,” he admits. 

“Sometimes there’s another 
actor there. If it’s not Chris, 
there’s somebody else there to 
read the lines with you. And that’s 
really helpful. 

“It’s always funny to see the guy 
they get to read Chris’s lines. 
They’re nothing like him. And I 
find humour in that. It makes me 
laugh which is good for the ener¬ 
gy-” 

But whether Ben continues to 
just star in comedies or turn, like 
Robin Williams or Jim Carrey, to 
more dramatic roles, people will 
always expect him to provide the 
laughs. 

“It’s important to do whatever 
interests you and I’ve always been 
interested in different kinds of 
things.”

TELL anyone you’re going to 
Colorado on holiday and chances 
are they’ll ask if you’re going 
skiing. 

True, the American state, situated almost 
slap-bang in the centre of the USA in Rocky 
Mountain country, has some of the best snow 
in the world, making it a hotspot for skiers and 
snowboarders the world over. 

But that doesn’t mean a holiday in Colorado 
has to begin and end with pistes, ploughs and 
powder. There’s a lot, lot more to the place 
than that. 

Denver, which is celebrating the 150th 
anniversary of its founding this year, is 
Colorado’s state capital, and also one of the 
most isolated cities in North America. Indeed, 
you have to travel about 500 miles in any 
direction to find another metropolis. As a 
result, Mile High City has an incredible air of 
independence, demonstrated by the huge 
number of privately-owned businesses and 
shops on every street. 

Yes, there are the typical chain stores and 
malls you expect to find in any American city, 
but there are countless book, record and 
clothes stores, and great restaurants, which all 
give a unique flavour of the place, not to men¬ 
tion the relaxed, liberal-minded people. 

Before getting into the ins and outs of 
Denver, however, a word of caution. Because of 
the city’s altitude - it’s not called Mile High 
City for nothing - the air tends to be very thin, 
which can lead to mild headaches and nausea. 

Thankfully, it’s easy to solve. Just drink plen¬ 
ty of water to stay hydrated, and take it easy 
when you arrive to acclimatise properly. 

Strangely, for a landlocked city hundreds of 
miles from the coast, the seafood on offer in 
Denver is great, but most eateries in the city 
have bison burger or steak on the menu. 


Hotel-wise, Denver has a lot to offer too, from 
budget apartments, right up to our luxurious 
boutique Teatro. The modem hotel is so wel¬ 
coming you might not want to leave. But when 
you do tear yourself away, it’s easy to get 
around on foot as the Teatro’s situated in the 
heart of Denver, on 14th Street. 

If you don’t want to walk, the hotel has a 
great car service that’ll drop you off and collect 
you from anywhere in the city for free. 

About an hour north of Denver lies the sec¬ 
ond-largest city in the state, Colorado Springs. 

While it’s easy enough to take a day trip here 
from Denver, to fully appreciate Colorado 
Springs it’s well worth finding a hotel in the 
city. There are many to choose from, but for a 
bit of scenic luxury, splash out and stay at the 


Cheyenne Mountain Resort, which has amaz¬ 
ing chalet-like rooms, all of which have bal¬ 
conies facing out onto the most stunning views 
of the Cheyenne mountain. 

On the way down from Colorado Springs, 
there are a number of places worth a stop, 
including Manitou, a small town full of arts 
and crafts stores, and if you find yourself any¬ 
where near Golden, west of Denver, pay a visit 
to the grave of William Cody, aka Buffalo Bill. 

The famous showman is buried on a spot 
overlooking the Great Plains and the museum 
there gives a fascinating insight into one of 
showbusiness’s first great entrepreneurs, and 
a man who loved Colorado deeply. After sam¬ 
pling the state, you’ll understand exactly how 
he felt.

VOLKSWAGEN’S BlueMotion range of 
vehicles has expanded with the addition 
of the Touran and Sharan people carri¬ 
ers, which become two of the cleanest 
and most efficient seven-seater vehicles 
on the market. 

A revised gearbox with lengthened 
ratios in third, fourth and fifth gears is 
linked to a highly efficient 1.9-litre, 
four-cylinder 105 PS engine fitted with a 
new variable turbocharger to further 
increase efficiency in the Touran (from

New Lancer more suited to 
UK than 'land of the Lada' 


RUSSIANS loved the previous 
Mitsubishi Lancer. 

The promise of rugged reliability was always 
likely to endear it to former Lada owners, but 
even a bargain price and much spec failed to 
convince many UK buyers. 

Cue this year’s all-new Lancer. Prices plus 
specifications are still aggressive, but there is 
far more to please the fussier British market 
and a narrower gap between mainstream 
models and the manically turbocharged, 
all-wheel drive, raw meat eating £28k Evo 
road-going rally version. 

A 237bhp Ralliart performance flagship for 
the ‘standard range’ is also on the way, likely 
to cost around £20,000. 

For now you can max out on GS4 versions, 
with uprated sports chassis, Evo-style 18-inch 
alloys, body kit and big boot spoiler - the model 
tested here in £18,499 2.0-litre diesel form. 

First impressions are good; the new Lancer’s 
frowning ‘beetle brow’ front end sets the tone 
for a more angular and muscular style than its 
predecessor - more Evo than zero. 

It is also slightly bigger inside and out than 
Ford Focus-class rivals, which makes the

saloon version more attractive to many would- 
be buyers, though the five-door hatch or 
‘Sportback’ should nab 60 per cent of sales and 
an estate is also expected. 

The interior is impressive, showing influence 
from the bigger Outlander SUV, with a neat 
and functional dash and softer touch materi¬ 
als even if door trimming shows signs of old- 
style ‘Mitsi’. 

In GS4 form it walks the talk too, with good 
grip and balance and decent feedback through 
the wheel, though the heavier diesel engine 
can make it yaw a little under pressure. 

The 138bhp Volkswagen-supplied unit also 
packs the kind of punch that the Lancer’s lines 
suggest - making it the fastest of the standard 
range until the Ralliart arrives. 

However, Mitsubishi needs to do more on the 
NVH (noise, vibration and harshness) front, so 
check out the 1.8 petrol version if you prefer 
more refinement at the cost of a bit more fuel. 

The diesel version does settle nicely at 
cruising speeds though and makes this new 
Lancer a good budget performance model for 
our cash-strapped times.

Paperwork pitfalls 
in booming market 



KEY ADVICE: Landlords should avoid allowing tenants in before the legalities have been com¬ 
pleted, says solicitor Annabel Pullan of Gullands law firm

RENTED property is a booming market these 
days for obvious reasons - but a warning has 
gone out to landlords that they shouldn’t jump 
in too quick before the paperwork is sorted 
out. 

Annabel Pullan, a solicitor at law firm Gullands, based at 
Maidstone but covering the whole of the county, said land¬ 
lords keen not to lose out should be wary of allowing tenants 
to go in before everything is legal. 

Landlords may come under a lot of pressure from prospec¬ 
tive tenants to go into premises before all the papers have 
been processed. But there’s a risk that tenants will be in 
there on uncertain terms and disputes could flare up which 
would be expensive in time and money to resolve. 

Ms Pullan said: “Problems that can arise in such a situation 
apply equally where a landlord enters into protracted negoti¬ 
ations for a lease and continues to allow the occupier to 
remain in occupation and pay rent without completing the 
lease. 

“Also, they may arise where a landlord allows an occupier 
to remain in occupation where the lease has not been formal¬ 
ly assigned to that person.” 

She said potential problems were illustrated by a recent 
case - technically (if you want to look it up), Manton 
Securities Limited v Nazam [2008] EWCA Civ 805 - where 
the landlord did not take action following an unlawful, infor¬ 
mal assignment of a lease. 

The landlord allowed the occupier to remain in occupation 
paying rent, tolerated late payment of rent and even contin¬ 
ued with protracted negotiations for a new lease. 

“In such a situation there are a number of options available 
to a landlord, but in this case a court order was made oblig¬ 
ing the landlord to grant a lease for a term of 21 years to a 
tenant with a poor record of paying rent on time and with 
whom the landlord has fallen out. 

“The landlord had also paid substantial sums in costs and 
legal fees. This situation could have been avoided by the land¬ 
lord taking firm action at the outset and others placed in this 
situation should take note.” 

Meantime, thousands of landlords and letting agents have 
signed up on a new comprehensive website for them, and ten¬ 
ants and prospective renters might also find it useful to check 
out. It’s www.riky.co.uk and is full of advice and information, 
whether initial queries or detailed help. There’s even some 
help with how to approach advertising.

However, as they pushed for the winner, 
Court failed to defend well enough and a very 
rare error by Andy Nellies in goal saw Epsom 
take the lead again.
